Dear Mr. Catell: 

Thank you for your letter recommending that the 
Administration support a number of energy policy ini- 
tiatives ranging from natural gas price decontrol to a 
large increase in the gasoline tax. 

We in the Administration certainly agree with you that 
the Federal government should adopt policies which give 
the American people and American business market-based 
incentives to develop, produce, and use our domestic 
energy resources wisely and efficiently. That is the 
best formula, in our view, for assuring our national 
energy security and a strong and flexible economy. 

We have made significant progress in pursuing this 
agenda since President Reagan decontrolled oil markets 
3ix-and-a-half years ago. But, as you point out in your 
letter, important work still needs to be done. 

Earlier this month the President sent Congress a report 
listing the measures which we believe should be enacted 
into law to complete our unfinished energy business. I 
am pleased to say that decontrol of natural gas prices 
and removal of Government restrictions on the use of 
natural gas — as called for in your letter — are key 
items on that list. 

We agree with you that current controls and restrictions 
on natural gas markets simply do not make any sense 
because they limit the production and use of a plentiful 
and economical domestic energy resource. Government 
controls are also counterproductive since they interfere 
with the creation of a healthy economy. 

We also agree with your strong opposition to an oil 
import fee. A fee would raise prices to consumers and 
slow economic growth while making it harder for U.S. 
businesses to compete overseas. 
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As the Energy Security Report points out, an oil import 
fee would stimulate uneconomic domestic production and 
hasten depletion of domestic oil reserves. In order to 
protect consumers from the threat of higher prices, it 
would impose higher prices on them. As the economic 
assessment in the Energy Department report indicates, 
the costs of an import fee would be about four times as 
large as its benefits. The fee would also eliminate 
three times as many jobs as it created. 

The same Energy Department report which you cite in 
support of your opposition to an oil import fee also 
attempts to present a balanced picture of the advantages 
and disadvantages of a gasoline tax increase. Like the 
assessment which Dr. Ernest J. Oppenheimer sent us, and 
which you cited, the Energy Department’s analysis points 
out that a gasoline tax would increase Treasury revenues. 
It would lower gasoline demand and possibly the peak 
price in an oil supply disruption. 

However, a gasoline tax would also have certain negative 
effects which, we believe, need to be weighed in the 
balance. It would increase inflation and unemployment, 
for example, and slow down economic activity. When the 
Energy Department assessed all the relevant effects of a 
gasoline tax, it concluded that "the gasoline tax is not 
a cost-effective way to increase energy security.” In 
fact, based on the Department’s estimates, the costs 
imposed by a gasoline tax are an order of magnitude 
higher than its benefits. 

Now I am not a great believer in making decisions 
mechanistically by the numbers. At the same time I have 
had my staff include these estimates here to assure you 
we have attempted to assess these taxes in an objective 
and balanced way. Based on thi3 analysis, it seems to 
us that both an oil import fee and a gasoline tax are 
not good policy. 

In addition, of course, we are concerned that Congress 
might spend the proceeds of any tax increase and avoid 
needed cuts in Federal spending. Consequently, we 
continue to be strongly opposed to an oil import fee and 
to any increase in the gasoline tax. 

With respect to the market for compressed natural gas 
(CNG) and autos that are CNG-fueled, I certainly agree 
with you that the Administration needs to treat all 
fuels, including CNG, in an even-handed way, allowing 
them to compete on their merits and not through npucial 
subsidies or in response, to tax incentives. 
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As you know, in the interest of eliminating costly 
distortions in the economy, we have proposed that any 
exemption from the motor fuel tax be eliminated and, in 
fairness to competing fuels, we would have to- extend 
this approach to CNG. /' 

The Administration certainly shares ^our enthusiasm for 
CNG or any other technology which is' able to compote in 
the market on its own merits. We are always willing to 
consider the need to adjust any regulations which have 
an unwarranted and unintended negative impact on 
competitive new technologies. 

I trust that you will keep the Administration posted on 
developments in this area. 

Thank you once again for sharing your perspective and 
expertise on these important issues.

The President vetoed the highway/ transit bill because it 
authorized spending which exceeded the President's budget by 
$10.1 billion over five years and because it contained 
spending for numerous special interest projects. In general, 
completion of these projects would require additional Federal 
spending bevond that authorized during the time period of the 
bill. 

Regarding the claim that the bill’s programs are financed by 
the Highway Trust Fund, you should know that $11.7 billion of 
the bill's total authorization level of $87.5 billion is 
derived from general taxpayer revenues, not the Trust Fund. 
Additionally, the fact that most of the spending comes from 
the user- fee-financed Highway Trust Fund makes no difference 
on the budget impact of the legislation. All receipts 
collected by the Federal government, either through its 
sovereign taxing power or through business-type or market- 
oriented activities, are Federal revenue that influence the 
economic well-being of this country. All spending financed by 
these receipts provides services to the public that are the 
responsibility of the Federal government. The difference 
between receipts and outlays affects the Federal deficit. To 
avoid any impact on the deficit, the President's budget and 
the Administration's highway/transit legislative proposal 
limited highway and transit spending to the user-fee receipts 
deposited in the Highway Trust Fund. Regrettably, Congress 
did not follow this deficit-neutral approach. 

Thank you for taking the time to write, and I trust that this 
explanation addresses your concerns.

I have taken this long to respond to you because 
I wanted others an the White House staff to see and discuss your 
idea. 

As a very successful businessman, you know that debt cannot rice 
forever and leave a business, or a country, economically strong. 
That is why the President has made reduction of the budget 
deficit one of his top priorities. 

The President has been a consistent champion of spending 
restraint. He supports a balanced budget amendment to the 
Constitution and the Gramm- Rudman-I!ol lings targets for deficit 
reduction. The President has always believed that the problem 
is not that the government taxes too little, it i3 that we spend 
too much. 


We believe, Mr. Geismar, that this is the appropriate focus of 
our policies. If we can eliminate budget deficits, we can stop 
the growth of national debt. Put, without spending control, any 
effort to reduce the outstanding debt balance could serve as an 
incentive for future deficits, because there is no guarantee 
that Congress would spend the proceeds of the transactions fee 
on deficit reduction. Further, it is possible that the fee may 
discourage some consumption and place downward pressure cn 
economic growth.
